BELKNAP’S IMPEACHMENT. 
THE JUDICIARY COMMITTEE THINK THEY HAVE A 
Spectal Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasurnaton, D. C., March 23.—The Judiciary 
Impeachment Committee to-day continued the 
examination of Marsh, and was more successful 
than on yesterday. Marsh to-day was able to 
recall the fact that, after the publication of the 
article upon post-traders in the New York Trid- 
une,in February, 1872, Gen. Belknap did con- 
verse with Marsh, and ask him if such contract 
existed, when Marsh replied thatitdid. The 
secret examination this morning fully es- 
tablished this fact, which the Committee regard 
of the utmost importance. This evidence, the 
Committeemen claim, is itself sufficient without 
other corroborative testimony to frame an im- 
peachment indictment, which will insure convic- 
tion in the Senate. 

It has been learned that the outline of the 
facts and arguments upon which, from the 
present evidence, the Committee is likely to 
frame articles, is this : 

THE BASIS OF IMPEACHMENT 

is in the New York Tribune article of February, 
1872. In that article the corrupt bargain be- 
tween Marsh and Evans, the $12,000 annual 
payment by Evans to Marsh, the extortions 
practiced upon soldiers to enable Evans to pay 
this sum to Marsh, were set forth in substantially 
the same form in which they have since been 

roved to exist. That article was read by Gen. 
Belknap at the time of its publication. He 
saw Marsh about it very soon afterwards, 
and askea him if the contract therein described 
in fact existed. Marsh replied that it did. This 
brings to 

GEN. BELKNAP FULL KNOWLEDGE 

of the existence of this contract, and Gen. Bel- 
knap within a few days thereafter, it has been 

roved, wrote to Capt. Grierson, commanding at 
Fort Sill, asking him if the facts relative to ex- 
tortion praotioed there existed as charged in the 
Tribune article, In due course of mail, Capt. 
Grierson replied, making a full report upon the 
management of that tradership post, and con- 
firming all the statements of the Tribus 
article, with fulier details. That report 
passed through the hands of Adjutant- 
General Townsend, and was by him 
referred to Gen. Belknap. Townsend also 
testified of his own knowledge that Belknap 
read the Grierson report. This brings the 
knowledge of the outrages committed upon sol- 
diers officially to the knowledge of Belknap be- 
fore the end of March, 1872. Knowing these 
facts, Belknap, to December, 1875, received quar- 
terly payments from Marsh, for which he re- 
porn 4 — iodorsment of OK“ upon the ex- 
press reoeipts, and be was also in continuous 
correspondence with Marsh relative to the Fort 
Sill post, to remittances which were to be sent to 
him, and to investments to be made for bim. 
duch is the theory of the Committee, and upon 
this fact alone the members of tue Committee 
feel confident that an indictment of impeach- 
ment can be framed, which will secure a verdict 


of guilty. ; 


Mrs. Marsh is expected by Clymer’s Commit- 
tee to-morrow. As she was at first enbpcenaed by 
that Committee, the Sergeant-at-Arms has been 
instructed to bring her first before it, and not 
allow the Judic to obtain the first hearing, 
and there is considerable feeling on the part of 
the Clymer Committee, on account of the Judi-

Marsh’s statement. The trip to Europe, and 
what was learned while it was in progress, will 
be one of the main subjects of inquiry.

THE CASE OF WILLIAM C. BARRETT. 
New York Worid, March 22, 

William C. Barrett, senior member of the law 
firm of Barrett, Rediield & Hill, having offices at 
20 Nassau street, sailed for France on Saturday 
last in the steamship Pereire, accompanied by his 
wife. Yesterday a report was put in circulation 
to the effect that Mr. Barrett's departure from 
the country was on account of financial didicul- 
ties of a serious and oriminal character. This 
report created a hively sensation among ihe 
lawyers who were in the new Court- Houses and 
also among the City-Hall politicians. By many 
the rumor was discredited, and Mr. Amasa 
A. Redfield, one of the lawfirm already men- 
ticned, when questioned on the subject, pos- 
itively denied the truth. Later in the day 
it was reported that Mr. Barrett bad 
forged papers, including mortgages 
and other real-estate deeds, amounting to about 
$300,000. Several of his intimate acquaintances 
said last night thas while Mr. Barrett wasa 
member of several clubs in this city and a 
Director or manager ip a number of societies, 
be had vever beld a public trust. Although 
usually addressed as Judge, he had never occu- 
pied @ position upon the Bench. The only per- 
sons who would suffer by his alleged wrong- 
doing would be his private clienta. 

One of these, Mr. Degrasse Livingston, of 121 
Fifth avenue, said last evening that Barrett was 
twenty-four years ago appointed executor and 
trustee of the estate belonging to himself (Mr. 


Livingston) and his brother. This position 
ne had ever since held. Mr. Living- 
ston’s firss knowledge of the departure 
of Barrett owas on urday night,

when he was visited by Mr. Nevin W. Butler, a 
junior member of the firm of Barrett, Redfield 
& Hill, who said that Barrett bad gone to Europe 
and left with bim a power of attorney to act for 
him. Mr. Butler was asked to explain the whole 
thing, and in reply said it was not in his power 
todo so. It was as late as Saturday morning 
when Barrett withdrew from the firm. 

Justice George C. Barrett, of the Supreme 
Court, who is a nephew of W. C. Barrett. said 
last night that he knew no whatever of the 
business affairs of his uncle. He had not been 
in social relations with him for more than two 
years. Justice Barrett had been requested to 
send him references, but this he invariably de- 
clined to do. Furthermore, he would not allow 
any member of the firm of Barrett, Redfield &

GROOKED WHISKY IN THE STATE COURTS. 


An interesting question as te the character of 
warehouse receipt and the law in regard to the 
gie of personal property was decided yesterday 

Farwell, in the case of F. C. 8. Calhoun 

ys. C. A. Day and Nelson A. Sanborn. It ap- 
that in December, 1873, Day & Sanborn 
owned # warehouse certificate for 25 barrels of 
whisky, and agreed to exchange it for five lots in 
belonging to complainant. The de- 

fendante represented the whisky as “ straight,” 
god Calhoun, after having examined it, made the 


. gxepange and gave a deed to the property. A 
ew days afterwards the whisky was seized 
by the Government for non-compliance with 
the Revenue law. This was a surprise 
to both parties. While the proceedings were 
pending, however, @ fire occurred which de- 
giroyed the warehouse, and whisky in it. The 
suit was continued, nevertheless, to ascertain 
probably to whom the whisky would have de- 
jonged had it not been burned, and, finally, it 
was decided that the liquor had been properly 
seized, and it was forfeited to the Government, 
pune pro tunc. 

Calhoun then filed a bill setting up that be 
had lost his whisky through the failure of the 
title of Day 4 Sanborn, and asking that they 
might be decreed to reconvey to him his land, or 
that be might havea lien ou it for the value. 
The defendants, on the other hand, 
Gaimed that all that they sold to 
Calhoun was the warehouse receipt; 
that tney had no knowledge as to the whisky or 

about it, and deciimed to take any re- 
sponsibility concerning it, and whether that 
would produce whisky etraight or crooked they 
did not know, and therefore could not be held. 

The Judge said that the difliculty aé to the 
y between the complainant and de- 
fendants partly arose from the meaning of the 
word straight,“ which Calhoun considered as 
meaning to convey the idea that the tax on the 
wheky had been paid, and that the title was 
good, white the defendants used it in a wore re- 
giricted sense. There was no evideype to show 
that the whisky was sold at the k of the 

rehaeer. What did the defendants sell? If 
— notlund but an evidence ois right to 
take the whisky, a paper with a guarantee that 
it was not forged, but without any obligation 
on their part, or any expectation on the 

of complainant that they had aright to 

on the delivery, then they would not be 

liable. But that was not the law—a warehouse 
receipt was Only evidence of the title of the per- 
gon holding it. It was the same as though ther 
had not had any warehouse receipt. They sold 
bum the whisky, and be carted it away. There 
was am implied warrau:y that their title was 

, good, and, it having failed. they should there- 

vom be compelled to pay for the value of 
the whisky—not the value of the land. 
but he had the right to have a lien on the land 
forthe value of the wwoieky, There was no 
fraud, and therefore the contract could not be 
dot aside. If, however, the land had passed in- 
to the hands of innocent parties, the complain- 

ants could not follow it, for they aoquired a 

good title. 

~ A QUESTION OF USURY. 

In the case of Lanfrau et ai. vs. Hugh Maher 
et al., Judge Farwell vesterday laid down the 
law as to how the defense of usury should be set 
up against ausurious claim. It appeared in 
that case that in January, 1871. Hugh Maher ex- 
ecuted a trust-deed to Lazarus Silverman 
to sectre a note of 915.000 nominally, 
bat really to secure any indebtedness 
due at that time or subsequently to be incurred. 
Sometime afterward Maher made a note for 
$10,000 and another for $2,000 to Silverman to 
Secure moneys borrowed, or past due interest. 
ana these not being paid the complainants, Sil- 
verman’s assignees, filed a bill to foreclose the 
$15,000 trust-deed. Maher and his wife filed an 


2 that only $9,000 had been received for 
the $10,000 note given. In August, 1872, Maher 
borrowed $27,500 from his wife, and conveyed to 
t-deed the same premises incumbered 
in favor of Silverman. Subsequently the Trus- 
tee conveyed the premises to her, but for 
po consideration beyond the $27,500, and 


legal interest: Maher in his answer did not 
ly plead usury, but left it to be inferred 
from his allegations. 

Judge Farwell, in deciding the case, held that 
8 plea of usury to be effectual must be specific 
and direct, and stated in distinct language.

FEE CHICAGO, DANVILLE & VINCENNES BAILBOAD. 

In the case of Fosdick & Fish vs. The Chice- 
80, Danville & Vincennes Railroad, the Receiver, 
Adna Anderson, filed a petition setting out that 
the Havana, Rantoul & Eastern Railroad con- 
nocted with his road at Alvin, and that traffic 
had so increased thereby that it was absolutely 
necessary to bave a side-track 1,500 feet long 
built immediately at that station, which would 
not cost Over $3,000.

In the Rochelle (Ogle County, III.) Register 
is a letter by Mr. J. M. Kiya, in which he 
discusses the plan of interconvertible 3.65 
bonds, and claims for that bond the great 
power of restoring the finances of the coun- 
try to a prosperous condition, preventing 
panics and breaking up gambling in gold. 
This letter, to which the editor invites our 
attention, doubtless expresses the opinion of 
many persons who have never given the 
matter serious thought, and, though the sub- 
ject has become somewhat threadbare, we 
again notice it. 

Mr. Ka proposes to offer to the holder of 
the greenbacks a bond bearing 3.65 per cent 
interest in gold. These bonds he estimates 
would have an immediate value of 92 cents, 
and the greenback would have the same 
value, while to make the greenbacks receiv- 
able for duties would make them equal to 
gold. With the greenbacks at par with gold, 
the Government could issue them to buy 
bullion, and have the latter coined at the 
mint, and with the coin could pay off all the 
national debt. There being no importers 
wanting gold, he says, the United States 
would then have a monopoly of the gold 
market. As a further result it is argued that 
the free issue of greenbacks would put in- 
terest down to 3.65 per cent,~the inter- 
changeability of the bond and the greenback 
regulating the supply of the latter. 

Our readers are familiar with this kind of 
reasoning. Mr. Kir has talked it for 
many years; it has been ventilated by count- 
less conventions and by writers, and by 
members of Congress and Senators. But the 
original 3.65-bond people have long since got 
beyond Mr. Kina. They do not now recog- 
nize gold as money at all. They are opposed 
to all bonds or notes, or any form of credit 
based on gold; they will have nothing that is 
to be redeemed, or that is to bear interest in 
coin. They now demand the issue of paper 
money,—not notes or promises, but money, 
—each piece of paper to be “ dollars accord- 
ing to the stamp placed thereon. Mr. Ka, 
therefore, is already an old fogy in the estima- 
tion of the regular 3.65-bond advocates. It 
is scarcely worth while to discuss Mr. Ko's 
scheme any farther, because his party do not 
tolerate either gold interest or gold principal 
for the patent convertible bonds; their State 
platforms exclude such idea, and if he should 
propose his gold-interest scheme in an Inde- 
pendent Convention he would be put down 
with the cr}? that he was a bullionist and 
therefore ‘‘an enemy to the poor man.” Mr. 
Ko thinks that a low rate of interest would 
prevent those 3.65 per cent bonds from going 
abroad. Nothing of the kind. They would 
have their market value just like any other 
bonds, and would be exported and sold for 
that market price. 

Mr. Kino continues : 

It is easy enough to calculate the worth of such a 
bond, which would be about 92 cents on the dollar in 
gold. Then, if the Government would redeem the 
greenbacks on presentation, or interchange for them, 
our axiom would apply thus: a dollar greenback 
equals a 3.65 bond, a dollar 3.66 bond equals 92 cents 
in gold, consequently a dollar greenback equals 92 
cents in gold. 

We cannot comprehend how he arrives at 
the result of 92 cents; 5 per cent gold bonds 
are about par, which would make a 3.65 per 
cent bond, having the same time to run, worth 
but 73, or 75 at most. The Secretary of the 

thinks he can sell a thirty-year 44 
percent bond at par. If so, a thirty-year 3.65 
would be worth a fraction over 80 cents, in- 
stead of 92 per cent. 

The United States owe $1,000,000,000 in 6 
per cent bonds and 5700, 000, 000 in 5 per 
cents. To issue green convertible into 
bonds worth but 80 cents, and purchasing 
gold therewith, would hardly accomplish such 
a revolution in the public debt as would sat- 
isfy the country. The total bonded debt is 
in round numbers $1,800,000,000. To pur- 
chase gold with which to pay off this debt 
by the issue of greenbacks convertible into 
3.65 bonds at 80 cents on the dollar would 
add $370,000, 000 to the principal of the debt, 


and there would be no saving of interest 


whatever. 

Mr. Krvo’s suggestion is, that to make 
greenbacks receivable for duties would make 
them equal to gold, and to prove this he 
cites, as others have done before him, that 
the United States early in the War issued 


would rapidly—almost instantly, indeed 
find their way into the bonds, and the bonds 
and greenbacks would have a value in coin 
proportionate to that of other bonds, and no 
more. The greenbacks would be drawn into 
these bonds and held there by the force of 
the interest thereon. Those bonds would 
circulate as a clumsy kind of currency, and 
there would be no other currency. Nobody 
would prefer a non-interest-bearing greenback 
to an interest-bearing greenback, for the con- 
vertible bonds would in effect be interest- 
bearing greenbacks. If bankers, for the sake 
of small change, should surrender 3.65 bonds 
and take currency, as soon as they paid it 
out it would fall into the hands of those who 
would straightway exchange it for bonds. 

Mr. Kine falls into a singular error when 
he says : 

Among the firstissues of greenbacks there were 
$60,000,000 that differed from the present still in one 
particular; that is, they were receivable for duties on 
imports, and these we have not. Consequently, when 
gold was quoted at 230 these $60,000,000 were quoted at 
280, or, in other words, the greenbacks that were not 
receivable for duties were worth 35 cents on the dollar 
in gold, while the greenbacks that were receivable for 
duties were at par with gold. 

The thing that kept that issue of Treasury 
notes at par was the fact of their being pay- 
able on demand in coin at any of the Sub. 
Treasuries. They were all speedily sent 
home for redemption either in coin or duties, 
and were not again reissued. The Govern- 
ment could not keep them in circulation, and 
the experiment was abandoned. 

The value of the present greenback is indi- 
rectly increased because itis not receivable 
in payment of duties. The entire importing 
mercantile class is interested in keeping the 
greenback as near the value in goid as possi- 
ble, because the greenbacks have to be sold 
for coin to pay duties, to purchase imports, 
and to pay foreign balances. If greenbacks 
be receivable for duties, then the only effect 
would be that merchants would pay the Gov- 
ernment 88, 80, 75, or 60 cents duties, where 
they now pay 100 in coin, and each man 
would be interested in having greenbacks re- 
duced in value as they are now in keeping 
that value up to the highest point. 

The demand for gold to pay for foreign 
balances on imports would continue. An- 
other mistake is in the assumption that the 
only market for gold is to pay duties, and 
that, if duties were payable in paper, the 
product of the gold mines would be unsal- 
able except at such prices as the United 
States Government would give for it. Gold 
has ® market as wide as commerce and civ- 
ilization. It does not accumulate or flow to 
points where there is no demand for it, but 
naturally seeks those countries where there 
is both use and demand. Reducing the de- 
mand for it has merely the effect of forcing 
its exportation; increasing the demand for 
gold will have the effect of keeping it here 
and drawing more. 

There is but one way to maintain credit 
public and private, and that is to pay all 
debts according to contract. A man cannot 
maintain his credit by exchanging one irre- 
deemable note for another, and, as it is im- 
possible for a Government to keep its irre- 
deemable paper notes in circulation at par, 
the obvious duty of the Government is to 
offer the creditors a bond bearing such rate 
of interest as overdue and unpaid obligations 
are entitled to, and to thus retire its forced 


loan scrip. 
ONE OF GOV, oe REFORM OPERA. 
Reformer TI DIW 's operations in the St. 
Louis, Alton & Terre Haute Railroad busi- 
ness, as appears from their history reprinted 
in Toe Tumor this morning, would seem 
to place him several lengths ahead of Hen- 
pricks in his Indianapolis water-works ring 
affair, or P DILrrom in that miserable Ken- 
tucky railroad-claim matter. It appears that 
in 1861-2 the road—then the Terre Haute, 
Alton & St. Louis—was sold on foreclosure, 
and bought in for the Board and stockhold- 
ers by a Purchasing Committee appointed by 
them, of which Sanum J. Ino was the 
chief member. In order to effect the red. 
ganization, with view to which the purchase 
was made, the outstanding bonds and 
certificates of stock of the 
corporation were by the holders de- 
livered to the Trupzn Committee, which 
surrendered them in payment for the road. 
Thereon the Company was reorganized, and, 
according to the agreement between the stock 
and bond holders, securities of the new Com- 
pany were issued, upon a basis fixed on, to 
them in lieu of the original stock and bonds 
by them surrendered. By error in the com- 
putation, or because of some indefiniteness 
as to the basis of the exchange, when it was 
complete, there were found remaining in the 
hands of the TDI Committee about $284,- 
000 of bonds and $250,000 of common and 
$131,000 of preferred stock in excess of the 
original stock and bonds for which they were 
issued. The entire original stock and bonds 
having been surrendered and canceled, and 
the securities of the new Company having 
been issued therefor, this over-issue repre- 
sented nothing but superfluous printed 
blanks, though nominally filled out. 
After some dicussion as to whether 
they should be canceled and destroyed or 
kept to be available in an emergency, as 
the interests of the Company might require, 
it was ordered at a Directors’ meeting that 
they be put up in a separate package and 
kept securely with view to possible future 
‘use. Meanwhile Tua and the leading 
members of the Purchasing Oommit- 
tee” had succeeded themselves in the con- 
trol of the reorganized Company as Direct- 
ors, and constituted a majority of the Board, 
so that practically the excess of bonds and 
stocks not issued remained in their possess- 
ion. In 1873, no further action having been 
taken, and the issue of these bonds and 
stocks not having been authorized, the stock- 
holders were astonished to find that interest 
was being regularly collected on the surplus 
bonds. Thereon they demanded an explana. 
tion from the Tum Directory, which 
was refused. They next employed a law- 
yer to bring suit] against the Directory 
for the recovery of the surplus bonds 
or the value thereof, and the interest paid 
thereon. About the time the proceedings in 
the courts were making it hot for Ton 
and his associates, it happened, and the oc- 
currence was most significant, that the very 
lawyer employed to prosecute the suit of the 
stockholders against the TDI Directory 
was, through Tripen’s political influence, ap- 
pointed to a lucrative position in the Law 
Department of New York City, and there- 
upon he suffered the suit to die out. It has, 
however, lately been renewed against TILDIx, 


Russ Sacz, and others of the Directory, 


and through it the stockholders are striving 
to find what became of the surplus bonds, the 
issue of which was never authorized, but was, 
in fact, downright theft; also whether it has 
been through manipulation of the stolen 
bonds and stocks that the TD ‘Directors’ 
ring has held its grip on the road. 

Sach is the case against the great New 


York reformer as presented in the courts of 


that State, and as the ex-President of the 
road fully states it. It is no electiancering 
story sprung on the eve of election. It does 
not originate in any hostile investi- 
gation for buncombe's sake. But it is the 
statement of fact before a cohrt of law, 
which the parties making it come into court 
to prove, and upon which they ask judg- 
ment for over a quarter of a million, out of 
which they were defrauded by misappropria- 
tion—or in direct phrase theft—of the 
bonds in question. Mr. Tn is now af- 
forded full opportunity to acquit himself of 
all participation in the rascally business; and 
ifhe buys off the plaintiffs, or makes techni- 
chal defenses or otherwise delays or fails to 
acquit himself, he will very shortly bea 
political corpse in an advanced stage of de- 
com position.

AN- ELECTION FOR MAYOR. 

The Common Council, at its meeting on 
Wednesday evening, adjourned after mid- 
night without coming to a vote on the ques- 
tion whether or not there shall be a call for 
a special election for Mayor. This result was 
obtained by the filibustering of Cor vm's re- 
tainers in the Council, who succeeded in bring- 
ing out a sufficient number to vote an ad- 
journment, after listening to their harangues 
and enduring a series of their dilatory mo- 
tions. By this process the Aldermanic blow- 
ers and strikers of the usurpation thought to 
dispose of the whole question. In this there 
is reason to believe that they are mistaken. 
We understand that a special meeting of the 
Council has been called for to-night to con- 
side the matter. If the agents for the Ad- 
Interim in the Council again succeed in dodg- 
ing a vote, another special meeting should be 
called for Saturday night. If they can still 
succeed in virtually suppressing the is- 
sue, it will come up at the regu- 
lar meeting Monday nighu under the 
unfinished business. If postponed till 
Monday, there will still be time to call 
the special election for the same day as the 
election for other city officers, The charter 
requires that the notice shall be twenty days 
previous to the election, The regular elec- 
tion occurs on the third Tuesday in April, 
which falls upon the 18th inst. If the elec- 
tion be called Monday evening, March 27, and 
published Tuesday morning March 28, there 
will be an intervention of the requisite 
twenty days before the day of election. It 
will be safer and better, nevertheless, to have 
the call made, if possible, before then. 

Whether or not there is a majority in favor 
of calling the special election for Mayor, it is 
proper that the public shall know who the 
Aldermen are that favor it and who oppose 
it. There is no local question in which 
there is so much interest at present 
as this, and the constituents of the various 
Aldermen are entitled to know whether 
or not they are fairly represented in the 
Council. This can only be definitely and cer- 
tainly ascertained by a direct vote on the 
proposition to call a special election. The 
nearest to a test vote taken in the Council at 
Wednesday evening’s meeting was on the 
motion to reconsider the general call so as 
to make the special calla part of it. This 
was lost by a vote of 21 to 18, but it may be 
that some of those who voted against the 
reconsideration did so because they believed 
that the general antl special calls should be 
separated. In that case, they would vote in 
favor of a special call if submitted by itself. 
Hence the necessity of a direct vote, and it 
is to be hoped that the Aldermen who believe 
that the people have a right to elect their 
own Mayor will all be present to-night, so 
that the proposed call may not be defeated 
on account of the absence of those who favor 
it. Indeed, the absence of Aldermen either 
to-night or at any subsequent meeting to 
which the question may be postponed will be 
construed by the public as an intention to 
favor Mr. Col vm's preposterous and impu- 
dent claim to hold the office of Mayor an- 
other year. — 


GENTLEMAN GEORGE AT THE CONFES- 
SIONAL. 

Mr. Pzxpieton: has been further erplain- 
ing that Kentucky railroad-claim job before 
the House Judiciary Committee. He could 
not, and therefore did not, deny that pleas- 
ant sojourn in London with Mesdames Bowrr 
and Marsn, while on the Continent the wife 
of his bosom awaited his coming, nor that 
run through Spain and the ‘provinces with 
the same charming compagnons du voyage, 
while again his wife awaited him at Paris, 
nor yet about the diamonds he presented 
Mrs. Bower. But, like the gallant fellow he 
has shown himself throughout, he still screens 
the lady. He denies emphatically that he 
ever directly or indirectly paid her any sum 


as her share in the job or for her services in 


putting it through, so that the $30,000 check 
business which Bzn Born, with his sinister 
optic, detected, must be accepted, like the 
diamonds, as a mere slight testimonial of his 
gallant admiration for the lady,—merely that 
and nothing more. And Gentleman Gzoraz 
could about that time afford to make 
such little gallant testimonials to his 
inamorata. He had just realized on that 
trumped-up humbug claim $148,000. On 
the part of the corporation itself the claim 
was so shadowy that it may be said to have 
had no shadow of foundation in right. But 
on his part and those he represented, or as- 
sumed to represent, there was absolutely no 
right to a dollar of the proceeds, as Mr. Pzn- 
DLETON himself confessed before the Sub- 
Committee. Whatever was allowed on the 
claim was allowed to the Kentucky railroad. 
Mr. Penpueron admits that the courts on 
final appeal, at the time the claim was al- 
lowed, had decided that the road did not 
belong to the Bowxzr heirs,whom he assumed 
to represent, but to the counties through 
which it passed. Pending the disposition 
of some technicality, the decision had not 
been carried into effect, so that the Por- 
ToN-Bowizr party had not yet 

ousted of the possession. And 

this attitude of 

DLETON, as appears by his own statement, 
availed himself of his and their temporary 
possession of the road, until such time as the 
judgment of the Court taking it from their 
hands could be executed, to pocket one-half 
the proceeds of the claim, and distribute the 
other half among his relatives, the Bowizr 
heirs. The lawful owners of the road were, 
it appears, in fact, kept in ignorance of the 
payment of the claim to Mr. Penp.ieron for 
their account. Summed up, then, upon his 
own testimony; the claim which had been 
repeatedly rejected, which there was such 
absence of foundation for that no attempt 
was made to secure its allowance the 
Court of Claims, was by him put through in 
the name of the Railroad Company, and, that 
done, he appropriated the half of the pro- 
ceeds, and bestowed the rest upon his rela- 
tives. Out of his own share the little $80,000 
testimonial to Mrs. Bowzn was a mere bit 
of gallantry which needn’t be taken into 
account. The significant fact remaing that 
even if Mr. Pirron could, by any possi- 
bility, have persuaded himeelf that. the toad 


had some sort of claim, he confesses that he 
himself pocketed and gave away the proceeds, 
and that this he was enabled to do because of 
the delays of a law suit; and so be did the 
lawful owners of the road aud of the proceeds 
of the claim out of every cent of it. There is 
no occasion for Mr. PznpieTon to explain 
further. Each of his explanations has been a 
more damaging confession than the other; 
but there is no confession he could make 
would place him in worse predicament than 
that in which he has left himself. Gone to 
meet Frorp, Tuompson, Tweep and Hxx- 
DBICKS. 


Several Republican newspapers in Ilinois 
that admire Mr. Wasnnonxx as a man and a 
statesman, and would gladly support him as 
the nominee of the Republican State Con- 
vention for Governor, are slow to declare in 
his favor for the reason announced by the 
Aledo Record in the following paragraph : 


At the last election we supported s candidate for 
Governor who, we believed, did not desire the office, 
but aspired to anotber, and intended to resign if he 
succeeded, Subsequent events proved that we were 
correct. The Governor elect was chosen United States 
Senator and resigned soon after his inauguration, As 
a matter of principle, is it right to run a man for one 
office when the probability is that he will not dis- 


charge its duties, but relinquish them for the purpose 
of accepting another? We cannot think it is. Yet 
that is what would probably occur in case of Wasu- 
unn being elected Governor. 

This is a serious mistake. No such as- 
sumption is justified in Mr. Wasnsvane's 
case. On the contrary, he has explicitly de- 
clared, both before and since his residence as 
Minister in Paris, that he has no desire to go 
to the United States Senate. If nominated 
and elected Governor of this State, his friends 
are warranted in the assertion that it will be 
to serve the people of this State in that 
capacity, and that he will not even permit 
the use of his name in connection with the 
United States Senate. This fact should be 
an additional reason for his nomination. The 
Record is further restrained from advocating 
Mr. Wasnnunxz's candidature for Governor 
on account of his possible nomination for 
President. This is a matter beyond the con- 
trol of Mr. Wasusvurne’s friends or the peo- 
ple of Illinois. It reste with the Republican 
party of the whole nation. If Mr. Waren- 
Bunxx should be subsequently nominated for 
the Presidency by the National Convention, 
it would be the highest possible indorsement 
which the Republicans of Illinois could re- 
ceive for their choice of him as Governor. 
If not, then the present possibility of sueh 
an event should not preclude the people of 
Illinois from having his services as Governor. 
In other words, his acknowledged fitness for 
the Presidency includes his fitness for Gov- 
ernor of Illinois, and ought to encourage the 
Illinois Republicans to nominate him for the 
latter position.

The Democratic Convention in Pennsylva- 
nia has made an acknowledgment of its error 
in running after rag-babies and false gods 
last year. The Pennsylvania Democrats were 
then placed in the embarrassing predicament 
of choosing between Mr. BT ALLEN on the 
one hand, who was running a soft-money 
platform in Ohio, and the obvious hard- 
money sentiment of Pennsylvania. They 
chose to stand by Brix ALLEN and abandon 
their principles, and both went down togeth- 
er. The Pennsylvania Democrats have not 
hazarded this experiment a second time, and 
this year, after declaring that the Resumption 
act as it stands is inadequate and ought to be 
repealed (in which many Republicans agree 
with them), they passed the following sensi- 
ble resolution : 

7. That gold and silver are the only true basis for’ 
the currency of the Republic, and that Congress 
should take such steps for the resumption of specie- 


payments as will most surely and speedily reach that 
result without destroying the business interests of the 


people, 

This is a very decided improvement; and, 
while the Convention decided not to indicate 
any State choice forthe nomination at St. 
Louis, the adoption of this hard-money reso- 
lution is directly in favor of Tor and 
against Henpricks, as well as against the 
Ohioinflationists. While noting this improve- 
ment, however, it is proper to say that the 
most diligent scrutiny of the platform of the 
Pennsylvania Democrats has failed to discover 
any declaration in favor of reforming the 
tariff system of the country, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that revenue reform is one of 
the boasted purposes of the Democratic 
party. How is this? Are the Pennsylvania 
Democrats opposed to the Democratic party? 
They declare in favor of hard money, though 
the party generally ‘is committed to soft 
money, and they tacitly approve the high 
tariff, though the party pretends to favor free 
trade. Is the house again divided against 
itself ? 5 

Mr. Conxuina’s friends in New York so far 
prevailed in the Republican Convention of

There is one circumstance alone 
which should prevent Mr. Coxxl ma's nomina- 
tion for President, and that is the hard feel- 
ings in New York between Mr. Conxirno’s 
friends and opponents, creating a division in 
the party of that State, so faras he is con- 
cerned, which would probably lose New York 
to the Republicans if he were nominated. 


It will de wise for the Republican ward 
clubs, while there is yet time, to scrutinize 
closely the list of election judges appointed 
for each ward. This list was made up, as we 
understand, by leaving the selection of judges 
for each ward in the hands of the Aldermen 
representing the ward. The Aldermen living 
in different parts of the city were not com- 
petent to criticise the list as a whole, and the 
Republicans of each precinct should examine 
it for themselves. There is yet time to secure 
the removal of any man who may be notori- 
ously unfit to act as judges or clerks, and an 
application to the Council to-night, or Mon- 
day night at the latest, in case of a change in

The constitutionai inhibition is to creating the 
debt and not to providing means for the pay- 
ment of a legal debt. We assumed in 1872 that 
this floating debt af 1871 had been iawfully 
incurred. To issue certificates for the payment 
thereof did not increase the debt or liabilities of 
the city. If the Constitution was not 
violated in creating and inourring that 
floating debt, neither was it violatea 
in paying it by the sale of certificates, 
We shall not stop here to reargue the question 
of the illegality of using certain specjal funds 
to be expended for general purposes. The law 
poremptorily forbidding sach use we have pub- 
lished : it is plain and emphatic. Whatever may 
have been the previous practice, it was illegal, 
nevertheless. “ But, in fact,” says Mr. Mason, 
„your Administration did make the same use of 
the moneys in the special funds, and went out of 
office leaving $1,295,607 due to those funda, 
which you have omitted to mention.” 

We area tittle curious to know what special 
funds were so flush as to bear drafts on them to

Junker told me about the entire arrangements 
to carry on frauds with oibers; he spoke about

suppose they were a little crooked; don't ex- 
pect anything else; the Pahiman and Rush 
transactions were more frequent; that’s why I 
remember more about them than I do about the 
transactions with the others.

HELMHOLTZ. 

A MINOR WITNESS. 

The next witness was Mr. Fred Helmholtz, a 
quiet-looking, smooth-faced, blonde German, ap- 
parently about-22 or 23 years old. His air was 
pert, and he looked through his spectacles at 
the counsel as if annoyed at the interruption to 
his business which an appearance on the stand 
dad occasioned. Before he left the stand the 
pert air had departed, and the most distinguish- 
ing part of his dress was an exceedingly limp 
linen collar. His testimony was as follows: 

I have lived in Chicago about five years; was 
a barkeeper for Krafft, Roelle & Co., and 
Roelle, Junker & Co. ; now in business for my- 
self; was with Krafft, Roelle & Co. at the time 
of the fire ; then on Kinzie street ; have known 
defendants for some time; their distillery was 
known as the Chicago Alcohol Works; we had 
one dealing with them before the fire, and 
several after ; they continued till some time in 
1872; the first transaction was a day or so be- 
fore the fire ; don't know which defendant made 
the sale; can't tell the quantity of goods de- 
the others were in 
ten or fifteen-barrel lots; Pabiman collected 
for the bills, which were made up for proof 
goods; don’t know whether they were proof 
goods or not; didn't handle them; Junker paid 
the bills; Rush was afterward paid some money; 
I don’t know that the bills covered the whole 
amount, but there was money paid afterward for 
which no vouchers were given; I thought the 
explanation was that the goods were crooked ; 
Junker made no explanation, but simply 22 
bills; Pahlman generally collected the bills first, 
arid Rush came a day or so afterward ; bills were 
paid in checks, notes, eto. 

CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
Am in the rectifying business at Cass and Kin- 
zie. I went into the business in September, 
1875. Roelle, Junker & Co. sold out to my 
father, aud he took me into partnership; in 1372 
I was their bookkeeper ; don’t know what Form 
45 is; [shown one:] this is my signature here; 
it was not my business to swear to them. 

A SICK JUROR. 

It was bere announced that mar. Condit, a 
juryman, was too ill to sit during the remainder 
of the day, and it was decided to finish the cross- 
examination and then adjoarn. ; 
Witness—I signed these papers without know- 
ing whether they were true or false; I knew 
nothing about it; didn’t 3 — acconnt. I 
don't know that Form 52 was burnt up for the 
purpose of destroying evidence. I know some 
scraps were burned; don’t know that some 
books were burned. 
Mr. Boutell wanted it noted that the paper 
testified to wae Roelle, Junker & Co.'s return 
for May, 1872, and inasmuch as it had been 
brought up, he desired that it be considered as 
offered in evidence. 
With this the Court adjourned till 10 o'clock 
this morning, by which time Mr. Condit gave 
the Court his assurance that he would do the 
best he could towards getting well.

Bristow expréssed great indignation in the pres-

WIKT DEXTER 
was next called upon, and responded at some 
length. He saw men all around him whom be 
could not instruct, aud he believed that the 
meeting had properly come together for con- 
sultation. He had lately been to Washington, 
where he found Congress wrangling over the 
question of Jeff Davis’ eligibility to the Senate, 
and discussing Pinchback, while a spectacle was 
Kolug on which ought to bri the blush of 
shame to every honest face. The nation had 
been robbed and disgraced, but there was no 
time to speak on such an all-important subject. 
These old questions, these issues of the fast, 
Were, Or ought to be, obsolete, Reform was 
the great question. Within a stone's-ibrow 
public offices were peddled out and justice was 
made amockery. Hedid not want to overesti- 
mate the good oid times, but he did think Chi- 
cago had never been in so bad a fix. The reve- 
nue officers in this district had become so cor- 
rupt, some of them, that they were to be found 
in ove of two ee in Canada or be- 
tote the Grand Jury. 

Things had come to such a strait that it was 
even questioned if it was not right to resist tax- 
ation. It was say to think of; and what was the 
use of talking about the Stars and Stripes and 
the preservation of freedom at such a time? If 
any man wanted to go down to the Centennial 
and sing pans to the Stars and Stripes and re- 


dice im freedom, then might the good 
rd take that man and his intellect 
under his special charge! The people 
were simply left to themselves and 


the ballot-box. They were now on the brink of 
& precipice, brought there by what seemed to be 
the natural normal tendency of American insti- 
tutions. In his opinion all the difficulties in the 
city grew out of the ballot. It was the key- 
stone of the arch of our miseries. Any plan of 
‘reform must suit the minds of the voters, and 
the majority of the voters in this city came from 
the slums, and had given no hostages to society 
in the shape of families or children. He be- 
lieved that the democratic form of government 
in cities was a failure. He would not advise the 
abrogation of the franchiee, but he had about 
begun to believe init. A club like this, made 
up of all parties, mengof earnestness, could 
speak in such unmistakable tones that the poli- 
ticians would heed. Let the politicians settle 
the questions of slavery, etc., but they must 
not interfere with business. If a Collector 
or Deputy Collector, or any other officer, lugged 
the question of politics into business, let him 
lose his office. He believed this Club could work 
this reform. 

Mr. Dexter referred to Mr. Dana’s outrageous 
treatment at the hands of the Senate, arising 
out of a mere partisan question. The spectacle 
of Schenck running away from English credit- 
ors was complemented by that of Ben But- 
ler appealing for public purity in denouncing a 
good man through mere partisan feeling. The 
dishonor iuflie on & was no worse than 
that inflicted on American honor through 
Schenck’s baseness. Coming down to bome af- 
fairs, Mr. Dexter referred to the —— 
and subsequent rejection of Mr. rickson. 
Why was it? Because men in Congress bad 
maintained their rigbt to i 
of offices. He wanted them to 
come before such a club, and the members would 
say: Sir, let us understand the terms of our 
engagements with you.” He would call upon 
them to explain matters. That was what this 
Club was for, and they would come in with a rua 
and jump, and be the most full-fledged reform- 
ers in ten minutes. What appropriateness was 
there in Congressional Representatives fighting 
over the appointment of a man to close 
the mash-tubs of a distillery? These 
men were obstructors of justice instead 
of wise advisers of the President. Honest men 
had been driven out of the Revenne offices to 
gratify party feeling. One of the principles of 
the Club should be to let men alone who would 
make office a merchandise. In concluding, he 
thought the Club was doing a noble work, and 
that the intelligence and wealth of the city couid 
aod would finally govern this city.

THE ALEXIANS. 
FIVE PERSONS TAKE THE VOWS. 

At the Hospital of the Alexian Order of 
Brothers, on North Franklin street, yesterday 
morning, five young men renounced the world. 
Of all the rites of the Catholic Church, the re- 
nunciation is the most solemn. It strikes more 
awe and appeals more strongly to witnesses than 
any other ceremony. The chapel of the Hospi- 
tal was crowded. The procession to the altar 
found difficulty in forcing through the crowd. 
From away up in the gallery to the altar-rail 
the throng pushed and surged. The windows 
between the chapel and the corriJor were open- 
ed, and the patients in their beds heard the mu- 
sic and the voice of the Bishop. At 10 o'clock 
the — 9 was formed. — ed it —— — — 
way through the assemb and approac 0 
chancel. Bishop Foley cficinted. He was a- 
sisted by twelve priests. The five young men 
who were to be accepted into the Order marched 
behind the censer boys, and took their station 
at the left. They all bore candles and crucifixes. 
The services for nearly an hour were in Latin, 
the crowd meanwhile kneeling. 

At last the novitiates knelt before the altar, 
and were addressed by 

THE BISHOP. 

He told them they were about to take a step 
upon which their whole life depended, admon- 
ishing them that in putting off the garments of 
the world and assuming the habit of religion 
they put off their old hfe and assumed a new. 
That this was a eacrifice, he admitted, especially 
a sacrifice in this day when 80 many opportuni- 
ties are offered to young men to establish them- 
sglves in life. He characterized such a thing as 
a marvel, and e his wonder that five 
young men sbould abandon a world offering so 
many charms, and he congratulated those before 
him that they possessed the strength to forego 
the seductions of the world and consecrate them- 
selves to the service of the Church. In com- 
mending them to the Almighty, he said. We 
know we are bound to: God for Himself, be- 
cause He is infinitely g and attractive, and if 
we do not see Him we must testify our 
love for Him through our love for our 
neighbor, by caring for him in his hour of need 
— sickness and trouble.” He cautioned them 
that they could never reach a higher rank in the 
Church than that to which they had consecrated 
themselves, but he begged them to remain stead- 
fast, and never fall back from the position they 
had . As to the work they had undertak- 
en, it was often claimed that it should be left to 
women; but he thought men should struggle as 
hard as women to save their souls, aod that the 
law of charity left much for men to do as well as 
women. He advised contentment and a devo- 
tion to the sick and feeble, and this in a 
spiritual as well as @ corporal sense, but 
he warned them to look for no reward 
or thanks in this world, hoping only 
tor commendation in the next. This should 
be their comfort in this life, their solace in 
death, and their pass to heaven. Speaking of 
the new life upon which they had entered, be 
said that men often became 1 
and dispireted, and disheartened, ut a 
man who had once devoted bimeeclf 
to Christ could never turn back and 
hope for salvation, for he who turned back was 
unfit for the Kingdom of Heaven. He warned 
them against self-reliance, recommending them 
to turn to God for the a ar ae 
through the trials they h taken upon them- 
selves. He commended prayer to them; he said 
it mattered not whether their office were higher 
or lower, without confidence in prayer, faith in 
prayer, and constancy in prayer, their labors 
would avail naught, and they could not hope to

Ine Bishop then questioned each as to this 
‘thorough renunciation of the world and its vav- 
ities, and, as he blessed him, the black robes 
were put upon him by the attendant priests. 

After the celebration of the mass, each of the 
newly-made Brothers was presented with a can- 
dle, with the remark: ‘ Receive this candle as a 
symbol of the wonderful light to which Jesus 
Christ has called you in drawing you out of the 
darkness of the world.”

LAKE VIEW. 

The law of this State provides that when the 
population of a school district shall exceed 2,000 
the three Directors of Schools shall be replaced 
by a Board of Education consisting of six mem- 
bers. A petition has been presented to the Di- 
rectors of District No. 1, asking them to take 
steps to ascertain if such a change is called for 
in their district. A consus taken last summer 
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shows the population of this district to be nearer 
3.000 than 2,000, and accordingly at the election 
which occurs Saturday, April 1, six mombers of 
the new Board will be chosen, instead of one 
Director. This Board will not, as is erroneously 
supposed by many in the town, be a concen- 
tration of the school forces of all the districts, 
but will simply control the First. The other 
districte will elect one Director each on the same 


day.

The griev- 
ance founded on the value of property is absurd, 
ip a country where representation is based on 
population, and not on real-estate valuation.

OBITUARY. 
PHILO JUDSON. 

The Rev. Philo Judson died at 5 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, at his residence in Evanston. 
Although this announcement will not surprise 
those who have been acquainted with the partio- 


ulars of the recent illness of the deceased, it will 
create that sorrow among a large circle of friends 
which the final realization of their fears always 
brings when a good man enters into rest. Mr. 
Judson was one of the original founders of 
Evanston, and one of the oldest surviving mem- 
bers of the Rock River Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and has been a man 
of considerable prominence and unusual m- 
fluence in that denomination. 

Mr. Judson was born in Otsego County, New 
York, March 1, 1807, and enjoyed in early life 
the ordinary advantages of a common-school 
education, and owed his prominence entirely to 
his own remarkable talents and ability. He de- 
voted himself to business pursuits until the age 
of 30, when he professed religion, and joined the 
church at Cazenovia, N. Y., of which the Rev. 
Dr. Luke Hitchcock, of this city, was then pastor. 

Mr. Judson was married to Miss Eliza Hud- 
dieston, of Albany, N. V., in 1828, and lived in 
the vicinity of that city for several years. 
Shortly after his conversion he came West, and 
began to preach in this State in 1840, being ad- 
mitted into full connection in the Rock River 
Conference in 1842, and serving in various 
localities. In 1847 Mr. Judson became pastor of 
the Clark Street Church. in this city, and was 
appoiuted Presiding Elder of the Mt. Morris 
District the following year. 

In 1852 Mr. Judson was appointed Agent of 
the Northwestern University, which had then 
just been chartered, and became so deeply in- 
terested in its upbuilding that he has ever since 
devoted much of his time to its interests, hold- 
ing the position of Agent until 1859. In this 
capacity, it became his duty to lay out the 
grounds of that institution, to aid in platting 
the village, and in establishing the first build- 
ings, aud his good judgment and executive 
ability have been demonstrated in all 
deeds by the severest test that could be applied 
to them—that of time. During the last two or 
three years Mr. Judson officiated as real-estate 
agent for the University, aud, at tae time of his 
death, was Vice-President of the Board of Trus- 
tees, of which body he had always been a mem- 


ber. 

When the War broke out Mr. Judson became 
Chaplain of Cavairy to Gen. Leveridge, and 
has continued to reside in Evanston and 
devote his time and means to the University 
since the close of the War. He was a man of 
strong coustitution and unasual physical 
strength, but has been a constant sufferer for 
several years past, the cause being an internal 
tumor which gradually developed until death 
ensued. It was not, however, until within 3 
mouth or two that the apprehensions of his 
friends were aroused, but they have been con- 
scious of the inevitable result for several weeks. 
Since his physicians gave up all hope 
of his recovery, his death has been expected 
from day to day, and Mr. Judson himself felt 
several weeks ago that his end was approaching. 
Ho retained his intellectual vigor to the last, and 
was clear im his views, and hopeful of his posi- 
tion with reference to the future, dying with the 
calm confidence of a Christian minister who had 
lived a good life, which was without spot or 
blemish in the smallest particular. 

Mr. Judson wasamanof great firmness of 
character and resoluteness of purpose. In the 
prosecution of bis work, he always had an evd 
in view, and labored earnestly and feariesely to 
attain what he believed to be right and best. 
His entire life was one of great activity and 
usefulness, and his loss will be deeply felt by the 
denomination to which he belong the Univer- 
sity of which he was on ardent friend, and a very 
large circle of mourning relatives and friends, 
who best knew and appreciated bis Christian 
qualities of mind and beart. 

Mr. Judson leaves a wife and six children, two 
sons and four daughters, and several grand- 
children and great-grandchildren. Gov. John 
L. Beveridge and Mark Kimball. Esq., of this 
city, are sons-in-law of Mr. Jadson. The funeral 
will take place at 1 o’clock to-morrow afternoon. 
The Rey. Dr. Hitchcock will preach the funeral 
discourse, by special request of the deceased. 


JAMES S. DICKERSON. 

The Rev. James 8. Dickerson, one of the pro- 
prietors and editors of the Standard, of this city, 
died at his residence, No. 1120 Michigan avenue, 
Tuesday afternoon last, as has already been 
briefly noted in these columns. Dr. Dickerson 
was born in Philadelphia in 1825, and passed his 
boyhood in New York. He was converted and 
baptized in the great Elder Knapp revival about 
1845. After having been weil prepared, young 
Dickerson entered Madison University 
at Hamilton, N. I., where he was 
graduated with the first honors of 
his class. After leaving college, Mr. Dickerson 
became associated with Dr. M. B. Anderson, 
now President of the University of Rochester, 
in the management of the paper then known as 
the New York Hecorder, and which has since be- 
come the Hzraminer and Chronicie. When Dr. 
Anderson left the Recorder, Dr. Dickerson also 
severed his connection and moved to Philadel- 
phia, where he afterward became connected with 
the Chronicle, and was made Manager of the 
American Baptist Publication Society. 

About 1860 Mr. Dickerson accepted a call from 
the Baptist Church of Wilmington, Del. He 
continued bis ministrations to this church until 
1866, when be was settled over the Union Bap- 
tist Church of Pittsburg, and continued in pas- 
toral relations with it until 1870. In the last- 
named year Dr. Dickerson was called to the 
Baptist Church at South Boston, and continued 
bis pastorate there until he came to Chicago in 
December, 1874. Jan. I of last year, Dr. Dicker- 
son purchased of the Rev. Leroy Chureb his in- 
terest in the Standard, the name of the new 
firm being Gooaman & Dickerson. 

A rheumatic difficulty of some years’ standing 
was aggravated by various causes, subsequent 
to his removal West, culminating at last in a 
form that required the amputation of one of his 
limba, with bronchital complications which 
finaily resulted in death. 

Dr. Dickerson was a —— of fine culture, 
a devout and spiritual Christian, with manly and 
generous qualities that made all ties of attach- 
ment to him peculiarly strong. He was a ready 
and eloquent speaker, and as 8 writer was es- 
pecially remarkable for his genial spirit and bis 
pithy and epigram matic etyie, His loss is deeply 
felt by his associates in jourvalistic labor, by 
the denomination of which be wasa member.

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THE APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Studying Up the Items of the 
Board of Public Works. 


A Number of Employes Who Can 


Easily Be Dispensed With. 


Increase of Appropriations Over Last 


Lear. 


A careful consideration of the Appropriation 
bill as finally passed by the Council at their 
meeting reveals facte and figures that should 
alone be sufficient to incite the voting pub- 
lic to rise against and bounce their masters, 
Mayor and Aldermen both, from the high posi- 
tions they now hold. If anything were needed 
to convince a patient public that the present set 
of oflicials are unfit for political life, it might 
easily be found in mapy of the items of the Ap- 
propriation bill. 

dermen who are capable of defeating the 
wishes of their constituevts in regard to calling 
an election for Mayor cannot be expected to do 
better for the city at large, and thus even the 
tyro in politics can reathly find an excuse of 
their action on the appropriation bill. Time and 
space at the present prohibit the consideration 
of more than one department at atime. For 
convenience sake, and partially because it will 
make the most etriking expose, Taz Tame

THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS 
for bis first investigations. This department of 
the Municipal Government controls fully one- 
fourth of the expenditures per year, and employs 
more men than all the other departments put 
together. The preseot vear the department 
asked for an appropriation of $1,920,979.32, and 
last year spent about two-thirds as much. Be- 
sides this there are some $500,000 expended an- 
nually by this Board for other departments, in- 
asmuch as they do all the works of public im- 
provement. Some faint idea of the magnitude 
of their work may be gained from the annexed

This sum multiplied by the number of months 
in the year will give an expenditure of 
$703,576.52 in salaries alone. One might con- 
clude the immensity of this sum had bewildered 
the Council, and that they did not know where 
to begin to cut down, were it not for the fact 
that a better reason is nearer at hand, namely: 
political favorites and vagrant bummers must be 
provided for; barnacles must be allowed to live. 

Of the above list of employes, three Commis- 
sioners, secretary and assistant, City Engineer 
and Engineer's clerk, bookkeeper, and assist- 
saute, Superintendent of Bridges and Streets, 
assistant and draughtsmen, eight special clerks 
and messenger, are paid one-third from the 
sewerage fund, one-third from the water rents, 
and the remaining third by direct taxation. 
Some other employes are paid by direct taxa- 
tion, as the Sidewalk Inspectors and bridge- 
tenders, while the remaining and larger number 
are paid from the water rents. 

THE NUMBER OF THESE EMPDOYES 
is nearly twice as great as is absolutely nec essary. 
The Council has upon several occasions essayed 
to cut out the department, with its quota 
of draughtsamen, but each time has failed, be- 
cause, by so doing, somebody’s political ally 
would be thrown out of a position. In the 
Water Office some half-dozen employes could be 
spared as well as not, and not throw a particle 
more work upon the working employes of 
the office. In a schedule of these salaries 
submitted to the Council last January, the em- 
ployes of the Water Office were distributed all 
througbout the list, instead of being massed in 
one place, as was done with the other offices. 
Possibiv this may not have been done to mis- 
lead. Besides, there are eighteen water police, 
utterly useless, drawiug $12,960 per annum out 
of the Treasury. Their uselessness is a matter of 
notoriety; the Water Office employes know them 
only as nuisances, and so do the of Com- 
missioners. It is understood that they are to 
be dispensed with after the Ist of next month, 
but that time has not come yet, and proba- 
bly never will come for them. ould 
they, by chance, be discharged, such a howl 
would go up from a score of political magnates as 
would frighten their employers either into rein- 
stating the majority of them or making places 
for them in some other office. In the Engineer's 
office and the special assessment offices all the 
clerks, excepting four or five, could easily be 
spared, for, under present circumstances, no 
works of public improvement can be carried on. 
THE WAY IN WHICH THE COUNCIL ECONOMIZES 
in these. matters may easily be seen from the 
appended list, having in one column the items 
recommended by Comptroller Hayes, and the 
items as finally passed by the Council :

From the totals it will be seen that the Coun- 
cil thought better of the spending capacity of 
the Board than did Comptroller Hayes. The 
most glaring thing in the above list was the ap- 
propriation of $17,500 for sidewalk inspection, a 
matter that could be far better attended to by 
the police, as they attend to gas-lamps. The 
Sidewalk Inspectors are mere nonentities draw- 
ing salaries, simply because they are thought to 
be possegsed of some political influence. They 
do no work whatsoever. 

The investigations in this direction were so 
fruitful in results that the other departments 
were but glanced over, and a jump made to the 
consideration of

bill as compared with that of last year. Last 
year the appropriation footed $5,123,905.29, to 
which must be added a tax of 1 mill for water- 
pipe extension, or $303,000, which gives a 
total of $5,423,905.29. This year, for nine 
months, the . = ge foots up $4,045, 526.27, 
or $5,694,035.63 for twelve months. The Coun- 
cil were so ashamed of this increase that they 
essayed to hide it. Hence; before passing it as 
a whole, they cut down various small items as 
far as possible, and then still further reduced 
the total by cutting down the item for deficien- 
cies by raising one-half of it by means of direct 
taxation, and providing that the remaining #250, - 
000 should be taken from miscellaneous receipts. 
This, together with $50,000 interest on tempo- 
rary loans which they purposely failed to insert. 
makes an apparent total reduction of $300,000. 
The actual increase over last year’s appropria- 
tion is exactly $570,129.74.

TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 

Laramie City, Wy. Ter., March 23.—At about 
4 o'clock this morning a boiler in the Union 
Pacific Company's rolling-mill at this place ex- 
ploded with terrible force, completely wrecking 
the south half of the mill. Four men were 
instantly killed, and ten others were wounded 
seriously. The explosion occurred after the 
night-hands had gone home and before the 
morning hands came in, so that less than twenty 
men were up in the mill at the time, nearly 
every one of whom was either killed or hurt. 
The boiler was carried through the stone wall of 


the mill and out à quarter of a mile on the
